Queen  Elizabeth's  accession,  returned  to  England,  many  brought 
a  dislike  to  the  worship  and  discipline  of  the  Church  of  England, 
and  the  desire  of  a  purer  religion,  as  they  termed  it  (whence  the 
name  Puritan),  and  also  favourable  sentiments  of  the  governments 
they  had  lived  under  so  peaceably,  which  in  the  end  were 
turned  by  the  arbitrary  proceedings  in  time  of  James  I.  and 
Charles  1.  into  republican  principles.  In  time  of  James  I.  who- 
ever disbelieved  the  divine,  unalienable,  hereditary  right  of 
Kings  were  branded  with  the  name  of  Puritan.  Hence  the 
distinction  between  State  and  Church  Puritans.  The  State 
Puritans  were  the  same  with  those  afterwards  called  Whigs,  and 
the  Church  Puritans  were  included  in  the  general  name  of  Dis- 
senters, whilst  the  asserters  of  the  divine  right  of  Kings  ac- 
quired the  name  of  Tories.  In  time  of  Charles  I.  the  Puritans 
were  distinguished  by  the  names  of  Doctrinal  Puritans  and 
Discipline  Puritans.  The  Doctrinal  Puritans  were  conformists 
to  Church  of  England,  and  well  pleased  with  episcopal  govern- 
ment, but  understood  the  articles  of  justification,  free  will, 
predestination,  &cs  in  the  literal  or  Calvinistical  sense,  and 
therefore  averse  to  such  Bishops  as  espoused  the  Arminian 
interpretation  of  the  same  points.  The  Discipline  Puritans, 
possessed  with  the  divine  institution  of  Presbytery,  wished  for 
establishment  of  Presbytery.

Dutch  weighed  anchor  and  put  to  sea  without  striking 
their  flag,  whereupon  Blake  fired  three  guns  without  ball  for  a  - 
signal  to  strike,  to  which  Trump  answered  by  drawing  up  his 
ships  in  line  of  battle,  and,  coming  up  to  the  English  Admiral, 
gave  him  a  broadside.  Blake  reinforced  with  eight  ships.  The 
engagement  lasted  from  four  in  the  afternoon  till  night.

The  King  arrived  at  Brussels  the  end  of  Dec.  1659.  (Rapin,  u.

Republicans  put  forth  a  forged  letter  from  Brussels  that  the  King 
only  waited  his  restoration  to  be  revenged.  King's  party  pub- 
lished a  declaration  denying  it  April  1660.

The  Abhorrers,  considering  the  Petitioners  as  men  entirely  in  the 
principles  of  the  Parliament  of  1640,  and  as  Presbyterians,  gave 
them  the  name  of  Whig,  or  Sour  Milk,  formerly  appropriated  to 
the  Scotch  Presbyterians  and  rigid  Covenanters.  (Rapin,  n.712.)

King  arrested  in  a  small  vessel  near  Feversham.  Earl  of  Win- 
chelsea  advised  him  to  return  to  London,  where  he  arrived  16  Dec. 
1688.  Desired  by  Prince  of  Orange  to  remove  to  Ham,  but 
chose  to  retire  to  Rochester.  Left  Whitehall  18  Dec.  for 
Rochester,  on  which  day  Prince  of  Orange  arrived  at  St.  James'.

Lords  addressed  Prince  of  Orange  to  take  upon  him  the  adminis- 
tration of  public  affairs  till  the  meeting  of  the  intended  Con- 
vention 25  Dec.  1688.    (Rapin,  n.  784.) 

A  second  address  by  the  Lords  for  the  Prince  of  Orange  to  issue  out 
missive  letters,  signed  by  himself,  to  Lords  Spiritual  and  Tem- 
poral, being  Protestants,  and  to  the  several  counties,  cities,  &cto 
choose  persons  to  represent  them  in  Parliament.  (Rapin,  n.  784.) 

The  Prince  published  an  order  desiring  all  such  persons  as  had 
served  in  any  of  the  Parliaments  of  Charles  II.  to  meet  him  at 
St.  James'  upon  26  Dec.  1688  ;  also  that  the  Lord  Mayor  and 
Court  of  Aldermen  and  fifty  of  the  Common  Council  to  be  there 
at  the  same  time  ;  where  they  came  accordingly.  The  Prince 
having  told  them  that  he  had  called  them  to  advise  the  best 
manner  in  calling  a  free  Parliament,  they  all  immediately 
repaired  to  House  of  Commons.  They  addressed  the  Prince  to 
take  upon  him  the  administration  of  public  affairs  until  the 
meeting  of  the  Convention  the  22  Jan.  next ;  his  answer  that 
he  would  do  as  they  desired.    (Rapin,  n.  784.) 

On  31  Dec.  1688  the  Prince  published  a  Proclamation  authori- 
zing all  public  officers  not  being  Papists  to  act  in  their  offices.

Prince  of  Orange  thanked,  and 
a  public  thanksgiving  appointed ;  a  particular  prayer  for  Prince 
of  Orange.    House  of  Commons  put  off  their  sitting  till  28  Jan. 

King  James  sent  a  letter  to  his  Privy  Council  and  another  to 
to  Parliament.

Parliament  on  28  Jan.  1688-9.  Mr.  Dolben,  son  to  late  Archbishop

CEVENNOIS: 

Also  called  Camisars,  or  inhabitants  of  the  Cevennes,  a  mountainous 
country  in  the  south  part  of  Languedoc  in  France,  Protestants, 
who  in  1702  commenced  an  insurrection.  One  design  of  sending 
Sir  Cloudesly  Shovel  into  the  Mediterranean  was  to  give  them 
relief.  Persecuted  by  Mons.  do  Basvile,  Intendant  of  Lan- 
guedoc, and  Count  Broglio,  Commander  of  that  province  ;  also  by 
the  Abbot  of  Cheilat,  Sub 'Delegate  of  the  Intendant  Bosvile, 
who  invented  a  rack  to  torment  them,  &c.  See  Tindal,  i.  612. 
613.  614.) 

CHAMBRIER,  BRIGADIER:

Fagel  the  Dutch,  to 
support  his  title  to  the  Crown  of  Spain  against  that  of  the  Duke 
of  Anjou,  Philip  V.,  grandson  to  King  of  France.  (Tindal,  i.

Toined  the  expedition  of  the  Earl  of  Peterborough  at  Lisbon,  and 
sailed  from  thence  for  Gibraltar  28  July  1705,  and  from  thence 
to  Barcelona,  which  was  taken  4  Oct.  1705,  N.S.  Thus  was 
conquered  for  him  one  of  the  largest  and  richest  provinces  of 
Spain.    (Tindal,  i.  706—710.)

1604.  In  March  1604  King  James  moved  the  Parliament  of 
England  for  a  Union  betwixt  the  two  kingdoms.  Con- 
ceiving it  would  bo  more  easily  effected  if  begun  in 
Scotland,  called  a  Parliament  there,  but  failed.  The 
Union  not  at  all  mentioned  in  time  of  Charles  I.  Soon 
after  the  beginning  of  the  civil  wars  there  was  a  league 
or  confederacy  between  the  two  kingdom,  which  con- 
tinued, with  various  interruptions,  till  it  was  entirely 
broke  in  1650,  when,  a  war  breaking  out,  Scotland  was 
reduced  to  the  obedience  of  the  prevailing  power  of  the 
House  of  Commons.    But  though  Scotland  was  reduced, 
it  could  not  be  so  well  secured  as  by  a  Union.  Accord- 
ingly, after  battle  of  Worcester,  the  Parliament  appointed 
eight  Commissioners  to  go  down  to  Scotland,  and  treat 
with  the  estates  of  that  kingdom  of  a  Union.  Proceedings 
put  a  stop  to  by  Cromwell  turning  the  Long  Parliament 
1654.     out  of  doors.    On  12  April  1654  Oliver  published  an 
ordnance  for  uniting  Scotland  with  England.    By  this 
Union  it  is  said  the  Scots'  nation  was  never  more  easy, 
1660.     nor  justice  more  impartially  administered.    At  the  Re- 
storation everything  was  put  upon  the  same  footing  as 
1670.      before  the  civil  wars.
